Magiſtrates, - againſt 
all 1dolaters and hereticks,. as Papiſts; Ana- 
baptiſts, with ſuctf like limbs of Antichriſt,- to 
root out all doctrine of deyuts:and. men ; ;as 
the maſs, purgatory, /imbus » patrum, prayers 
to faints, and 4 the dead, free-will, diſtin- 
Etion of meats, apparel and days, vows of fin- 
ole life, preſence at idol-ſervice, . mans-merits, 
with ſuch like, which draw us from the ſocic- 
ty of Chrilts Church wherein Rtandeth onely re- 
miſſion of fins, purchaſed by, Chriſts bioud to
